Mr. Neal said further that he thought 
all differences of opinion as to the proper 
location of the fish business would soon 
be amicably settled. He feels that the 
majority of those interested are a unit 
for the Commonwealth pier or a new 
pier to be built about 400 feet east of it. | 
As the tacit approval of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad was 
secured lohg before anything definite was 
publicly said this location, and the 
Chamber of Commerce and the mavor are 
thought to faver it, whatever opposition 
that has developed will soon be overcome 
with no serious difficulty. 

Attention was algo called to the fact 
that as soon as the fish dealers took pos- 
session of the commonwealth property it | 
would mean a large sum annually accru- | 
ing to the city as taxes, whereas at pres- ; 
ent there is absolutely no income to the | 
city from this source, owing to the site | 
being the property of the state. 

As Mr. Neal has said repeatedly, there 
is nothing in the plan of the fish dealers 
that will interfere with the views of Mr. 
Crocker, chairman of the joint board on 
metropolitan improvements, and of those 
others who have advocated the use of the 
Commonwealth pier as the terminal of a 
fast passenger service between Boston 
and European ports. In his opinion, how-

GHAIRNAN W'LEOD 
SEEKS A DELAY FOR 
RESOLVE ON TARIF 


Chairman Frederick J. McLeod of the 
Democratic state cOmmittee appeared be- 
fore the committee on federal relations 
at the State House today in connection 
with the resolve which he has introduced 
memorializing Congress for the repeal of 
section 2 of the national tariff law in 
order that better trade relations with 
Canada may be established. 

Mr. McLeod did not ask the committee 
to report the resolve, requesting, instead, 
that it be held in abeyance until March 
31, by which time President Taft will 
have determined whether the maximum 
or minimum tariff shall be enforced 
against Canada, 

Mr. MeLeod said the maximum and 
minimum clauses of the tariff are the 
most extraordinary provisions he has 
ever seen in any tariff act. While it 
may be negessary that the United States 
have authority to punish any nation 
which invidiously discriminates against 
this country and its products, he believed 
he said, the enforcement of this provi- 
sion would work only harm to this 
country.

WOMEN PETITIONERS 


The committees of the Legislature 
have now begun to give evening hear- 
ings. There was a big attendance at a 
hearing on woman’s suffrage and also at 
one on raising the salaries of the teach- 
ers of Boston, both held Wednesday 
night. 

Teachers of Boston were present to 
the number of 500 before the commit- 
tee on cities, asking for an increase in 
their salaries. The school board said it 
was willing to give the increase, but did 
not have the funds. 

Chairman David A. Ellis of the school 
board favored the law and declared that 
the cause of the teachers was just. School 
Committeeman James P. Magenis was 
also a speaker. City Attorney Spring 
opposed the bill in his official capacity, 
acting for Mayor Fitzgerald.

He found a boon in. the 
operation of the tariff law in reducing 
the deficit. 

Speaking of the navy he said it had 
been decided to continue the policy of 
two big battleships a year, up to the 
time the Panama canal is completed. 
That waterway will double the effective 
field of the navy and Mr. Taft said it 
would then be time to consider a de- 
crease in the program. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, Gov- 
ernor Fort of New Jersey and the Pres- 
ident were the principal speakers at 
banquet. 

Ex-Gov. Franklin Murphy, who was 
Mr. Taft’s host, introduced the President. 

Referring to the proposal to create a 
congressional commissi6én to look into 
the question of a general reorganiza- 
tion of the gepartments in order to re- 
duce expenses, Mr. Taft said: 


“It has been stated on the floor of the 
Senate that it will be possible by this 
commission to .reduce the cost of ad- 
ministering the government $100,000,000 
a year, and that if\a free hand were 
given to a business man, the reduction 
in the expense of administration might 
be doubled or tripled.* 1 am unable to 
confirm these statements as to exact 
amount, but I'am very sure that a con- 
servative, prudent and fearless commis- 
sion eould make a most material re- 
duction in the cost of administering 
the government. 

“They will find opposition in Congress 
to every change recommended, because 
there is no branth or bureau so humble 
that it cannot secure its adherents and 
defenders within the legislative halls. 
But if by the totals that is shown this 
commission shall justify its existence, it 
is probable that it can-.secure a majority 
sufficient to carry through its proposed 
reforms.” 

Facts, not opinions, are to form the 
basis on which the Senate committee ap. 
pointed to inquire into the prices of 
commodities and into rates of wages 
will act, according to the declarations 
made by Senator Lodge, chairman of the 
committee. The speaker asserted fur- 
ther that “the facts will be collected and 
given out without any reference to any 
preconceived ideas and without regard 
as to what or whom it will help or hurt.

The committee is now awaiting a re- 
port from its expert accountant who is 
going over the books of the bank. When 
this report is received the cdmmittee will 
return to Southbridge to continue its in- 
vestigations. It is not expected that 
hearings on the question will be given 
at the State House. 

Four expert accountants, who began 
work on the bank’s books Wednesday, 
are continuing their independent investi- 
gations of.the books of the institution. 

A strong sentiment for the acceptance 
of a settlement of 85 per cent of the 
deposits and an equally great desire for 
the uncovering of those responsible for 
the looting of the bank were in evidence 
at the hearing Wednesday night at 
Southbridge. Many demanded that the 
question of whether or not the trustees 
were negligent be determined definitely. 

Calvin D. Paige, president of the bank 
and chairman of the board of trustees, 
said he welcomed the investigation and 
expressed a hope that the blame would 
be put where it belonged. 

L. M. Lamb of Fiskdale said a former 
employee of the bank told him a trial 
balance had not been taken either by 
the treasurer or the auditor in 15 years, 


‘and that the audit account lay on top of 


a vault covered with dust. Ex-Represen 
tative Patterson of Webster and Dr. J. 
KE. G. Page, speaking in behalf of de- 
positors, they said, urged a continuance 
of the bank.

It is vain to look for dramatic point 
or for historic point in “Huguenots”; it 
is purely an opera of singing. The three 
women of the seven principals all found 
their music exactly suited to them. Miss 
Dereyne as the page bad her best oppor- 
tunity at her very first appearance with 
her aria “Nobil donna,” which her flexible, 
gich mezzo soprano compassed with per- 
fect ease.’Mme. Bronskaja was success- 
ful in the long “A questa voce” aria of 
Marguerite in the garden scene, She sang 
famously as to tone and execution and 
with a much studied vocal style 
than she had when she first began to 
sing in’ Boston. The dramatic voice of 
Mme. Boninsegna was kept waiting 
all through the opera until the duet of 
the last act between Valentine and Raoul!

PLAYHOUSE NEWS 


“MODERN STAGE SETTINGS.” 

Frank Chouteau Brown, the Boston 
architect, spoke at the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Club Wednesday evening on “Mod- 
ern Stage Settings.” This was the second 
lecture in a course now being given by 
the club under auspices of the drama 
committee. Mr. Brown illustrated his 
remarks with numerous § stereopticon 
slides gathered and colored by himself. 

The speaker began by outlining the 
stage conventions under which theatrical! 
performances are given at the present 


time and.gathey were tn various periods 
in history. A beautiful view of a Greek | 
theater showed that careful -choiee waa) 


made in that period of a grand natural) 
chosen as a/! 


vista of hills, sea and bky, 
background for the temple setting that 
formed the usual basis for the action. 
Roman adaptation of the Greek idea 
showed that architectural effects were 
substituted for nature as a background, 
and out of this the modern stage anid its 
settings have developed. In early Italian 


theaters stage settings and sceticry were, 


achieved throuyn remarkable architec- 
tural effects in sceneyy and ti:rough in- 
genious uses of perspective. 

Drawings and plans of the conditio 
under which Elizabethan performances 
were given showed that the use of stage 
settings in the ‘modern sense were im- 
possible, in that the audience viewed the 
play from sides as well as the front. 
Modern stage settings were anticipated 
as far back as the time ef Charles I. by 
Inigo Jones, who devised many of the 
effects, such as wings, still used in the 
form he gave them. 

Stage settings of the present day are 
designed to present a picture to the audi- 
ence, Which is gathered into a segment 
almost in front of the stage, thus trans- 
forming the prosenium-. arch into a pic- 


ture frame permitting, the achievement | 


of pictorial effects. This tendency, the 
speaker said, has found perhaps its high- 
est development in this country in the 
Maxine Elliott theater in 
where the audience is gathered well 
within the line of the sides of the! 
proscenium. 

Mr. Brown illustrated his account of 
present day conditions by representa- 
tions of the settings designed by him for 
us in Shakespearean productions at the 
Castle Square theater, Boston, a few 
years ago. He proved that it was} 
often best for the pictorial ilhusion of 
the setting that historical accuracy be 
not too slavishly sought, In “The Mer- 
chant of Venice,” for instance, a slightly 
different period than that of the play 
was adapted, the architecture of the 
period of the play being rather flat and 
unromantic for the spirit of the comedy. 
Similarly, in designing some of the sets 
for “Julius Caesar,” architecture of 
period 100 years later than that of Cae- 
sar was chosen, because the actual period 
had an effect unsathsfying and squalid 
in a pictorial sense.

In “The Cottage in 
the Air,” a back drop 200 feet long by 
150 feet high was used, giving a strik 
ing view of an English village, carried 
around the whole stage as a cyclorama 
and doing away with the conventional 
strips of canvas called borders, that are 
customarily used to represent sky. This 
remarkable effect is also impractical for 
touring purposes. 

Even more striking was a view show- 
ing a great hall-in a Ruasian stage 
setting, where the ceiling appeared to be 
vaulted and carried out with an appear- 
ance Of solid construction in a way 
totally contrary to accepted possibilities 
in stage scenery. Gordon Craig's 
strangely illusive settings were dwelt 
upon and illustrated. The effects achieved 
by Mr. Craig were wholly along the line 
of pictorial illusiveness, there being an 
effort get wholly away from any 
representation of the scene realistically, 
One set gave the effect of a vast forest of 
majestic trees rising to indefinite heights 
and another gave the impression of a 
great cathedral, with arches rising in- 
definitely to be completed in the imagina- 
tion of the audience. 

It was along these lines of appeal to 
the imagination that stage settings of 
the future will develop, in the opinion 
of Mr. Brown, basing his belief on the 
effects that are now. achieved even in 
obscure German theaters.

Kleven Per Cent Earned on 
Stock Last Year and Sub- 
stantial Sum Is Set Aside 
for Betterments.

DECEMBER SHOWING 


NEW YORK—Burlingtn officials are 
in the habit of almost ignoring their 
road’s income showing. Burlington’s bus- 
iness is so steady, and its possibilities 
for bringing up net earnings whenever 
the company may need such help, so 
great, that there is never any question 
in their minds as to the road’s ability 
to earn the 8 per cent due the controlling 
companies for carrying the collaterals. 

Maintenance and other expenditures 
are not curtailed when business has a 
little setback, only to be enlarged above 
normal in the first month of heavy traf- 
fic, and it does not disturb them to 
learn that in six months of a year in 
which most companies expect to be able 
to make up a large part of the loss 
suffered in the previous two years, the 
Burlington carried nearly $4,000,000 more 
traffic, and lost $800,000 in doing it. 

Burlington earned over 11 per cent on 
$110,839,000 stock last year and was 
able to set aside $2,237,000 for better- 
mehts and $1,266,000 for the income ac- 
count after paying out nearly $9,000,000 
dividends. A loss of $800,000 in six 
months’\ net earnings could be wiped 
out in a single month if the road were 
to bear down on its operating depart- 
ment. 

This decrease from the showing of a 
year ago is nearly all-explained by De- 
cember’s resuits. Various unfavorable 
conditions suddenly ended a _ long-con- 
tinued period of increasing earnings, and 
for that month the total gross showed 
a loss of $180,000 and net operating in- 
come for the month carried a decrease 
of $770,000. Gross earnings would have 
scored another gain if the road had been 
physically able to take care of all the 
traffic offered. On its transportation costs 
that month the road spent 36.7 cents out 
of every dollar received, against 32.1 
last year. For*the whole six months, in 
cluding December’s unfavorable showing,

University on Tuesday, “must underlie all successful civilization,” 
and in almost the next breath he favored the exercise of federal 
authority ia matters relating to the regulation of commerce over 
the individual states. It is a remarkable fact that among those who 
are foremost in denouncing the present tendency toward the merging 
or combination of commercial interests may be found the most 
earnest advocates of the merging or combination of the interests of 
the states in the federal government ; among those who are protesting 
most vigorously against industrial monopoly are those who are most 
persistently advocating federal monopoly. Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham beyond any question is right in declaring that the individual 
must be protected trom the tyranny of the group, but his position is 
questionable in its implied assumption that any particular group ts 
better or safer than any or all of the others. 

It is not the fault of our present system of government that 
tyrannical groups or monopolies exist. It is largely because the 
thoughts and talents and genius of the country tend to center in 
Washington rather than in the state capitals from which Washington 
derives all the importance and power it possesses. If the states would 
make a proper and dignified assertion of their rights, and an honest 
assumption of their duties and their powers, it would go farther 
today toward untangling complications and removing causes of 
discontent than any expression or manifestation of federal authority. 
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PRESIDENT SPEARE of the American Automobile Association 
says that there will be approximately 600,000 automobiles in 
operation in the United States by the end of this year. At only 
$1000 each—most of them cost several times that amount—they 
would be worth $600,000,000. Perhaps the nation’s investment in 
automobiles would total somewhere between one and two billion 
dollars. The world on wheels is an expensive one but it continues to 


grow in numbers at a constantly increasing rate and bids fair to go. 


Brazil is of more than passing or local 
interest. It 1s less the individuality of the 
gallmt general than the peculiar circum- 
stance of his aspiration to. the presidential 
chair of the largest Latin republic that gives 
international umportance to his prospects. 
That circumstance ts the coincidence of his 
campaign with that of Dr. Roque Saenz-Pena 
for the presidency of Brazil's great rival, the Argentine Republic. 

The fact that Marshal Hermes da Fonseca is the most distin- 
guished soldier of Brazil and one of the most prominent military 
hgures in Latin America—incidentally enjoyeng the personal sympa- 
thies of the Kaiser—acquires especial significance because Dr. Roque 
Saenz-Pena, besides being the foremost diplomat of the. Argentine 
Republic, has also an unusual military record. ‘Though an Argen- 
tino, the son of a former president of the republic, he fought in the 
Peruvian army against Chile in 1879 and was taken prisoner at 
the battle of Arica. When his candidacy was first put forward, while 
he was ambassador at Rome, the Chileans raised an outcry against 
this alleged menace to South American peace on account of the 
cantlidate's anti-Chilean past. ‘The Clulean view that an offensive 
and defensive alliance between the Argentine Republic and Peru 
would immediately follow Dr. Saenz-Pena’s election, to the grave 
detriment of Chilean interests, probably exaggerates the situation, 
but Chile and her tacit ally, Brazil, have to reckon with the natural 
tendency of Argentina and Peru to consider their interests identical 
in a great many points. The rivalry on the Atlantic between Brazil 
and the Argentine Republic—the basic factor in South American 
politics—is duplicated by the rivalry on the Pacific between Chile 
and Peru, and again between Argentina and Chile; so that the 
relations between these four republics are given by their geographical 
situation—the same that makes buffer-states of Bolivia, Paraguay and
